V/e  are  not  quite  sure  as  to  the  founding  of  the  school* 
The  State  Board  of  Education  was  founded  in  1870, 


The  Eagle  Rock  high  school,  or  Eagle  Rock  school, 
offdred  four  years  of  work  in  1915-1916;  it  was 
accredited  in  the  year  1919-1920,  Prior  to  1915-1916 
it  is  shown  as  having  three  years  of  work,  back  to 
1912-1913,  There  is  no  record  prior  to  1912-1913 
since  ^olonel  ^reckenridge  kept  no  records  of  any 
school  work^  and  we  know  nothing  about  the  schools 
at  that  time. 


High  schools  were  first  accredited  in  the  state  in 
in  1915,  then  by  the  university  of  Virginia,  Eagle 
Rock  does  not  appear  at  all  until  1912-1913,  then  it 
is  shown  as  having  three  years  of  work.
